A RECENT ruling of Assistant Postmaster General 
Madden holds that the insertion of advertising matter 
in the price lists of a trade paper is in violation of the 
regulations and has already notified a number of im- 
portant publications to this effect. This order will 
necessitate some lively skirmishing among some of 
our contemporaries in the grocery line. 








“COMMERCIAL INDIA IN 1902” is the title of a mono- 
graph prepared by the Treasury Bureau of Statistics, 
which shows that the commerce of India in 1902 is 
larger than that of any preceding year in its history, 
and that its exports have grown from 79 million dol- 
lars in 1850 to 274 millions in 1875 and 392 millions 
in the fiscal year ending March 31, 1902, making 
India the sixth country to-day in the list of world’s 
exporting nations. 





Geo. B. Harrison, in a recent address on the sub- 
jects of credits, says: “The old merchant of two gener- 
ations ago, when the river and the coach were the only 
means of transportation, who visited his jobber twice 
a year w.th his cash in his pocket, is to us not much 
more than a myth; and when we consider the pleasure 
of doing business on such a basis, with the profits that 
were received then, the oft-repeated statement that 
‘things are not like they used to be’ is not, an idle 
cream. In the transactions of to-day ‘cash’ plays a 
most significant part. Goods are bought and sold on 
thirty, sixty and ninety days’ time, and with datings 
ahead the time of payment is frequently extended to 
six months. On this account legitimate business has 
had infused into it the element of speculation, and the 
law of probabilities also finds a place. Such condi- 
tions make it necessary for us to study carefully the 
elements that make up credit.” 








A WRITER in a contemporary calls attention to the 
marvelous strides that mechanical progress has made 
the past year, in the course of which he says: “Such 


improvements as the more general adoption of com- 


pressed air tools, the development of high speed steels 


for cutting tools, the greater range of the grinder, 
both disc and other types, and the large increase of 
grinding machines in size, power and extent of use, 
were to be expected. The screw machine has had 
various improvements suggested and brought into 
service—the carrying of the turret in the form of a 
ring around the bed of the lathe, the substitution of a 
stout stake or bearing for the bed and the mounting 
thereon of a turret, to rotate in a vertical plane, carry- 
ing the tools which were so arranged that by means of 
slides they could be moved parallel to the center line of 
the headstock. These and the increasing use of spe- 
cial feed motions of a positive character on lathes and 
other tools indicate the trend of shop development. The 
greater interest in cost-keeping as an essential feature 
in successful management has in turn brought to light 
a number of interesting examples of system applied to 
industrial operations,” 





A RECENT magazine article dwells on the potential 
future of the Chinese trade. One of the developménts 
that the present century will undoubtedly witnes$ is 
the industrial awakening of China. Few of us realize 
the really stupendous -potentialities of that country. 
Therein lies a field for an almost unlimited expansion 
of commerce and industry, for which the century just 
closed has already laid the foundation. China has a 
population of 400,000,000 and her present foreign 
commerce amounts to less than $1 per capita annually. 
The foreign commerce of the United States amounts 
to $25 per capita, while the per capita rate of Japan is 
already $7, and is rapidly increasing. Suppose the 
foreign commerce of China during the next twenty- 
five years to increase to $5 per capita—which is cer- 
tainly a conservative estimate, when it is remembered 
that the foreign commerce of Japan has increased in 
thirty years from less than $1 to $7 per capita—what 
would not. such an expansion of China’s commerce 
mean to the rest of the civilized world? 

A per capita rate of $5 would mean that: China’s 
foreign trade would annually amount to over $2,000,- 
000,000. If the foreign trade of the 200,000,000 peo- 
ple adjacent to China should increase at the same rate, 
it would mean that in twenty-five years there would be 
a total commerce originating in the Orient amounting 
annually to $3,000,000,000 distributed among the va- 
rious Civilized nations. 








WIrtH no part of the world has the commerce of the 
United States grown more rapidly in recent years than 
with Mexico. Exports to Mexico from the United 
States, which amounted to $15,000,000 in 1891, will be 
over $40,000,000 in 1902, and imports into the United 
States from Mexico, which were $28,000,000 in 1891, 
will be fully $41,000,000 in 1902. Mexico is the one 
country with which our imports and exports balance. 
To Canada, that other adjacent country, we sell twice 
as much as the value of our purchases from it.. Our 
imports from the Central American countries. are 50 
per cent more than our exports to those countries. 
From the West Indies our imports are nearly twice 
as great in value as our exports to them. From South 
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America our imports are nearly three times as great 
as the value of our exports to them, and from Asia 
our imports are more than double our exports to that 
part of the world. To Europe we export nearly three 
times as much as we import from that continent. In 
the case of Mexico, however, our exports to that coun- 
try are at present just equal our imports from that 
country, the total value of the exports from the United 
States to Mexico in the eleven months ending with 
November, 1902, being $38,124,159, and our imports 
from Mexico during the same period, $38,712,051. 

Mexico’s trade with the United States grows more 
rapidly than that with any other part of the world. 
The exports from the United Kingdom to Mexico 
grew from $8,000,000 in 1881 to $10,500,000 in 1900; 
those from France to Mexico fell from $9,000,000 in 
1881 to $7,000,000 in 1899; those from Germany grew 
from $700,000 in 1881 to $5,000,000 in 1899, and those 
from Spain from $871,000 in 1881 to a little less than 
$2,000,000 in 1900; while from the United States the 
exports to Mexico grew from $11,000,000 in 1881 to 
$35,000,000 in 1900, arid, as already indicated, over 
$40,000,000 in 1902. 








ELoguENT proof of 1903 pfosperity is afforded by 
giving out of the plans of different railroads. From a 
leading railway paper we learn that during the present 
year the New York Central management of the Boston 
and Albany railroad will spend $4,000,000 for grade 
crossings and general improvements. The New York 
Central also will expend about $25,000,000 upon the 
reconstruction of its terminal in New York City, and, 
included in this, will be the cost of installing electric 
instead of steam service within the city limits and 
suburbs. The Union and Southern Pacific companies 
will spend $40,000,000 in reducing grades, shortening 
lines, and adding to their transportation facilities. 
The Pennsylvania company is to begin next month up- 
on construction contracts amounting to $50,000,000, 
including the terminal in New York, the enlargement 
of buildings and yards in Pittsburg, and the erection 
of the new union station in Washington. 

The appropriation of this large sum of about $120,- 
000,000 by four railroad companies alone, to which 
millions more must be added to completely represent 
the plans of all the railroad companies for the increase 
of their capacity to move the already congested ac- 
cumulations of fuel, grain, lumber, iron, and steel, 
and make ready to handle the product of this year, 
shows that not only they have confidence in the con- 
tinuance of the prosperity which made last year such 
a noteworthy industrial one, but that the logic of the 
situation warrants them in these heavy outlays. 

Expenditures upon so large a scale mean an in- 
creased consumption of material, and increased de- 
mand for labor and naturally a largely increased 
distribution of wages. The last item means a 
higher standard of living. It also means an increase 
of general business, for a large share of wages goes 
to the retailers, and what helps the retailer helps the 
wholesaler, ‘and ‘what helps the wholesaler helps the 
mill and the railroad. In all directions, indeed, the 
promises are bright for another prosperous year.

Henry HuGuHes, an English traveler, in the interests 
of the ironmongery house of Crowden & Garrow, Ltd., 
that city, has been visiting the English hardware trade 
for the past forty-two years. Mr. Hughes has em- 
bodied some of his experience as a commercial tour- 
ist in an interesting little book entitled “Glimpses of 
My Life on the Road.” From this book we quote the 
following interesting items: 

“A bouncing, tall-talking, bragging fellow never 
succeeds for long as a commercial traveler. The bub- 
ble, however brilliant, bursts. I used to encounter 
one such. To look young he dyed his hair. To ap- 
pear to be unconcerned as to whether he did business or 
no, he wore kid gloves. To convince the sceptical that 
he was doing very large things in his special line, viz., 
galvanized buckets (only just then being introduced 
on the market), he would produce a cheque folded so 
as to show the figures only, and held by an elastic band 
outside his pocketbook, revealing neither signature 
nor banker’s name. I remember his showing me this 
piece of imposition with the amount—£200—exposed 
to view. Of course I believed his statement that 
‘that represented one man’s monthly account for 
one item.’ Two or three months went by, and I met 
him again. He repeated his former boastful state- 
ments as to the amount of trade he was doing, and, 
tc substantiate it, brought out the same neatly-folded, 
eiastic-banded, unnegotiated £200 cheque. I hinted to 
him that I had seen it before, and he quietly withdrew 
it from observation and relied for belief upon his spok- 
en word, and not documentary evidence. He is no 
more seen, 

“Another type of traveler, by no means a rara avis, 
is portrayed in an amusing incident which shows how 
easy it is to bluster and talk ‘big,’ and how thoroughly 
ridiculous a man can make himself. 

“Several ‘knights of the road,’ one chilly winter’s 
night, were cozily taking tea at the ‘Old Bush,’ Dud- 
ley, when one worthy, a broad-chested, large-headed, 
long-bearded man, more loquacious than the rest, vol- 
unteered the information that at another hotel quite 
recently he had had some fun. He said, ‘I do business 
with chemists, and the other day I happened quite by 
accident to get into a customer’s shop just in front 
of another traveler, who had a fixed appointment with 
him, and badly wanted to catch a given train. I knew 
nothing of this, and went on with my business to its

close, and then left the shop. Outside I saw a gentle- 
man, who immediately went in. I returned to my ho- 
tel, and then, as now, I ordered my tea and sat down 
to take it. By and by the man I had seen going into 
the shop immediately I came out, came into the com- 
mercial room in a towering rage. He ‘opened out’ 
and told us all his experience; how he had made an 
appointment ; how he wanted to catch a given train; 
how when he essayed to keep his appointment and pre- 
sented himself at the door, he found another man in- 
side—‘a little shrimp of a fellow’—in full swing book- 
ing an order, and before he could get into the shop his 
train had gone. ‘I should like to catch him—the in- 
significant creature—I’d warm his ear for him.’ As 
soon as he finished his tirade, I slipped off my chair, 
and said: ‘I’m the little shrimp of a fellow,’ and 
looked him in the face. A shout of laughter greeted 
the narrative at this moment, for the broad-chested, 
large-headed, long-bearded man was quite a dwarf in 
stature, and what must have given the irate traveler 
pause, afforded us great merriment. We naturally 
expected as he sat there and moved to suit the action 
to the words, ‘I’m the little shrimp of a fellow,’ that 
when he stood up he would justify his general appear- 
ance by rising to six feet. We presumed ‘his ear’ was 
not assailed, perhaps out of pity for his size. 

“The observant traveled must many a time be 
amused at the high and mighty attitude assumed by 
some of his customers. Dignity well sustained is one 
thing, but dignity cum-impudence is about as wretched 
a combination as finery and rags. But perhaps the 
most unconsciously funny man is he who exposes his 
ignorance and yet fancies he is dignified. Let us quote 
a case in point: 

“All ‘bulls’ are not Irish; some are even Welsh. A 
tradesman within the Principality sent my firm an 
order by post. As he was a stranger to them they 
asked for the usual London references. He replied 
and complied. The answer to inquiry from them be- 
ing, ‘He failed two months ago, paying one shilling 
and sixpence in the pound.’ 

“Next step was to send him a pro forma invoice, 
saying, ‘As your references are wholly unsatisfactory, 
we can only send the goods upon receipt of cash.’ 

“His answer was worthy of any country—not limit- 
ing it to Ireland. ‘I am surprised you say my refer- 
ence not satisfactory, but I know they are both highly 
respectable firms.’ 

“Apropos of the importance of references and the 
necessity for ascertaining that they are bona fide, Mr. 
Hughes cites an instance which is worthy of repro- 
duction. It relates to an enterprising young Welsh- 
man who, being about to commence business on his 
own account, wrote to our author to say that he want- 
ed to give him an opening order. 

“In due time I met him upon his premises, which 
were being altered to suit his requirements. He made 
out a plausible case, ordered freely, in spite of sugges- 
tions from me that less quantities would probably be 
sufficient. In the end he gave me his old employer as 
a reference—his old employer being a wealthy man 
and an old and good customer of my firm. 


“When I sat down to transcribe his order, I reduced 
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it by one-half, and even then felt uneasy. Hence I at- 
tached a memorandum, ‘Ask him for at least one-half 
of the total amount before executing it.’ He replied 
most indignantly, ‘I have given you good reference ; 
should not think of paying any cash as well.’ His 
referee was equally indignant that he should be men- 
tioned by such a man for such a purpose—‘hasn’t a 
penny.’ 

“The goods did not leave the shelves, and when I 
next visited his town—six months after—I had the 
melancholy satisfaction of seeing the auctioneer ‘giving 
away’ at the hammer other people’s goods to satisfy the 
first writ!”

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PORCELAIN LININGS FUSED AT 2500 O 
FAHRENHEIT.

If he will take flow pipes Nos. 1 and 2 off 
on an angle of 45 degrees, 3 and 4 directly out of top, 
and enter all four of the return pipes in the side of the 
main return, I think that he will have no further trou- 
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ble, provided that the other two mains are not erected 
so as not to rob this one of its proper circulation.

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BOOK SHELF AND CABINET. 





Enclosed please find a design for a book shelf and 
cabinet for fancy articles, such as vases, shells, stere- 
opticon views and holder and the hundred and one 
pieces of bric-a-brac found in people’s houses. 

It may be made of almost any sheet metal, but pref- 
erably of brass and red copper. The shelves should 
be walnut or white wood stained, with edges gilded 
or copper bronzed. (Bronzes may be obtained of 
dealers in artists’ colors.) The finish on the upper 
front elge of shelf is brass cut to shape and flanged 
on the side and screwed to the shelf. The bracket 
can be screwed to back with wood screws. The whole 
thing is to be soldered together, and where the solder 


























cannot be cleaned off it is to be covered with the 
bronze. (Use a little turpentine to mix the bronze.) 
The back of the whole is of wood covered with gilt 
paper, or it may be paneled with hammered brass and 
copper. The tubing used for posts or pillars is brass, 
either plain or bronze. 

If desired the whole thing may be made of tin and 
bronzed with good effect. The upper panel, if not 
wanted for books, may be a beveled glass mirror, and 
would look very nicely. The tubes for posts might 
be of tin fluted or molded (before forming) with a 
scratch awl. The fluting should be made deep so the 
ridges will show well when formed up, with the seam 
on the back side. The back of the lower part may 
be made of wood and covered with plush, with ham- 
mered brass panels fastened thereon.

125x110 feet in dimensions, four stories and basement 
high. This firm job galvanized iron, conductor pipe, 


eave trough, tinners and roofers’ supplies.

28 IX brights, and ten boxes 20x28 IC brights, to the 
Wm. Frankfurth Hardware Co., Milwaukee, Wis. 


The Independent Sheet & Tin Plate Manufacturers’ 
Association held an extended meeting at the Hotel 
Lincoln, Pittsburg, on Dec. 30th, and discussed at 
length conditions in the sheet and tin plate trade. 
Among the manufacturers attending this meeting were 
J. A. Andrews, Newport, Ky.; A. Beard, Canal Dover, 
Ohio; J. E. McLain, Canton, O., and Geo. E. Dietz, 
Middletown, O. A. F, Baumgarten, secretary of the 
Maryland Sheet Steel Co., acted as secretary of the 
meeting, and in response to a query as to the purpose 
of the meeting, said: “The proceedings of the meeting, 
as will be understood, are necessarily secret, and which 
the general public could find nothing of interest were 
it otherwise.

PORTO RICAN STOVES. 





Mrs. Charles B. Scott writes interestingly from 
Lares, Porto Rico, to the American Missionary de- 
scribing “life among the lowly” there. Incidentally 
she says: 

“The Porto Rican stove is especially interesting. In 
shape it is something like a carpenter’s bench, about 
two feet wide, five feet long, and as high as an ordi- 
nary table. The outside frame is of wood, and when 
the kitchen is being freshly painted the stove must not 
be neglected. The top and inside are made of bricks 
and cement so arranged as to leave an opening run- 
ning from end to end below the fireplaces for a 
draught. Along the top and at regular intervals are 
four iron fireplaces five inches square and four inches 
deep, so set into the stove that the tops are on a level 
with the top of the stove. A maid who often neglects 
one fire would feel overburdened with the care of these 
four separate fires at the same time, as is necessary 
with these stoves. The American houswife who pre- 
fers to have her food baked can use a gasoline oven 
over one of these fires, and the result is quite satis- 
factory. 

“But even this stove, however crude and inconven- 
ient, is seen only in the better homes of Porto Rico. 
After good-natured Candida, our negro cook, has fin- 
ished her day’s work and has found her way down 
the hill along the steep, narrow path that leads to 
‘Shacktown,’ where she lives, if she wishes to prepare 
an evening meal for hungry children she will bring out 
from the corner of the room an empty oil can, which 
has been given her by the missionary, and which has 
been fitted up by the tinsmith with a grate near the top 
and an opening below for a draught. The making of 
the stove has cost her 20 cents, and she possesses a 
better outfit for housekeeping than many of her neigh- 
bors. The writer had one of these stoves made for her 
own use, and, as it can be easily carried about, it is 
very convenient. Many times has she set on a low 
bench and popped corn over the coals in the oil-can 
stove, while one or more wondering natives stood 
around seeing the operation for the first time, and 
afterward some of them would try to pop their own 
corn. Charcoal is the fuel used in these stoves, but

many of the poor people are too poor to buy charcoal, 
and make their fire with bits of wood and sticks which 
can be picked up. 

“We have been called pioneers in Porto Rico, and 
many times what we do and see reminds us of some 
of the stories we have heard our grandfathers tell of 
the pioneer days out West, when many of the needs 
of the family were supplied by labor within the house- 
hold. Many times I have difficulty in buying corn- 
meal, which is.a favorite article of food in the fam- 
ily. One day, after an unsuccessful search for the 
meal, Candida helped me out of my difficulty by offer- 
ing to have the corn ground for me in her own mill, 
and I gladly accepted the offer. Candida’s mill, like 
those seen throughout the interior of the island, differs 
little from the mills used in Bible times. It consists 
of two stones, resembling grindstones, each a foot or 
more in diameter and from three to five inches in 
thickness, the ‘upper and nether millstones’ of the 
Scriptures. The lower stone, which rests on the floor, 
has its upper surface slightly hollowed, and into this 
concavity fits the convexity of the upper stone. 
Through the center of the upper stone is a hole, 
through which the corn passes down to the grinding 
surface between the stones. Near the outer rim is 
another hole for the end of the handle—a pole seven 
or eight feet long, with its upper end slipped into a 
loop fastened to a beam above. Occasionally this pole 
is replaced by a short handle only six or eight inches 
long, as in the mill used two or three thousand years 
ago. 

“The women or children who do the grinding sit on 
the floor and slowly pour the corn or rice into the 
central opening as the rotate the upper stone, the 
fineness of the meal being determined by the amount 
of pressure, the rate of rotation or the number of 
times it is passed through the mill. The meal escapes 
at the sides from between the stores. Traveling 
along the mountain roads of the interior the ‘sound of 
the grinding’ can often be heard. It is slow work and 
tiresome, and the workers have to ‘change off,’ but the 
result is satisfactory and the meal is always fresh. 
They grind the rice in the same way, and from both 
kinds of flour Candida can make fritters that are very 
pleasant to the taste.” ~

; CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

Foundrymen have not shown any evidence of -that 
haste to place contracts for the ensuing six months 
which sellers expected with the coming in of the new 
year. Instead, the buying has heen of a desultory na- 
ture, and the total tonnage placed is not of large pro- 
portions. The majority of the orders are for less than 
500 tons, though one Southern furnace reports hav- 
ing booked two contracts of 1,500 tons and 1,000 tons 
respectively, all for foundry iron, shipments running 
through the first half of the year. 

Sellers are of an optimistic turn of mind, and believe 
it is only a question of a few days ere the buying move- 
ment takes on a decided impetus. 

A large number of foundries have not yet covered 
for their wants for any portion of this year, and while 
many of them have managed to accumulate small 
stocks in their yards, due to the improvement in 
Southern shipments in the past month, these cannot 
last very long. 

Prices are strong at $18.50 to $19 Birmingham for 
No. 2 foundry for forward deliveries at $20 for quick 
shipment. 

There is no improvement in the condition of local 
furnaces as regards the fuel situation, the meager ship- 
ments of coke greatly curtailing the production of pig 
iron in this section. 

Malleable iron foundries are the chief sufferers from 
this condition of affairs, several local stacks, now 
banked, producing malleable pig iron when in blast. 

Shipments from furnaces have been very irregular 
for some time past, and malleable pig for spot deliv- 
ery has been and continues in active demand. 

The car scarcity in the South shows slight improve- 
ment, and furnaces report stocks of over 50,000 tons 
in their yards as a result.
